1. (U) Purpose: To inform CSA of Field recommendations for 
the 82 VIP program? to integrate those CSA directed visits into 
the program; and to obtain CSA approval to extend invitations for 
the outlined periods to the designated foreign counterparts. 

2. (C/Noforn) Discussion: 

a. The MACOMS, US Embassies, US DAOs:, and the Army Staff 
have submitted the listed nominations for participation in 
the CY-62 foreign counterpart program. Coordination has been 
completed with OSD/ISA, State Department, DIA, USAF, USN, and 
the Army Staff. 

b. Several of the proposed invitees were directive in 
nature, as reciprocals for CSA overseas visits, and do not 
necessarily follow in priorities recommended by the Field. 

Further considerations in compiling the list were given to one 
Black African country, and the recent Conference of American 
Armies. Although CSA desired to extend invitations to Brazil, 
Indonesia and India, circumstances precluded these countries 
from being included. Brazil, Gen Marques,attended CAA, and 
therefore is not eligible under Brazilian law to visit this 
country again until 1983. The Indonesian CSA has regretted our 
feasibility message until after the Indonesian head of state visits 
the US. The country team has withdrawn their recommendation for 
India to visit the US, due to political climate. 

c. The listed dates have been coordinated with CSA calendar, 
and do not conflict with projected CSA overseas travel durinq 
CY-82.

NATO AWAC'S. His positive influence in these strategically and 
politically important matters could be of great significance. An 
invitation to LTG DeWilder would be a clear indication of US interest 
and degree of importance US gives Belgian Forces. It would also 
greatly enhance future relations and cooperation with this key 
ally.

Venezuela is a strong and influential Latin American Democracy 
that is developing a high interest in regional and hemispheric 
security. Venezuela military is friendly to the US and appears 
to be beginning to see the need for cooperation with the US in 
the Caribbean area. An invitation to General Narvaez to participate 
in the FY82 VIP tour would demonstrate to Venezuela that the US 
looks upon Venezuela as a full partner in influencing situations 
in other Latin American countries in our favor. MGen Narvaez 
Churion is definitely pro-US. His openess and candidness concerning 
the needs of Venezuelan Army has enabled this office to have access 
to previously denied information. The entire Army Staff has suddenly 
opened their doors to DAO personnel. MG Narvaez is perhaps the 
strongest leader in the Venezuelan military scene and appears to 
have the President’s confidence. He is anti-communist and quite 
aware of the Soviet-Cub'an threat to de-stabilize the region. His 
US military education has firmly convinced him that his Army needs 
to be closely tied to the US Army for training, doctrine, and 
logistical support.

c. As is customary, DAMO is preparing responses to 
invitations extended by Spain and Tunisia to CSA. 

d. This year's CSA Foreign Counterpart Program has been 
plagued by a number of unforeseen and unexpected cancellations 
(Tab C originally approved 81 program). Four months prior to 
a projected visit, DAMI sends US ARMA's a feasibility message 
(example at Tab D). The message outlines the proposed dates 
and parameters of the visit. The USARMA, after coordination 
with the invitee's staff, verifies that the visit dates are 
satisfactory. At times DAMI receives a quick response, as 
in the case of Tab D above. At other times it takes a month 
or more for the feasibility to be processed through the 
invitee’s bureaucracy. The signed invitation from CSA is 
immediately dispatched following the response to the feasibility 
message. DAMI has determined four months prior to the visit 

is a safe margin for dispatch. The four months time frame 
permits the principal sufficient planning time, and provides 
a fair gauge of the political climate between the US and 
invitee's nation.

e. This year the program suffered for the illness, which 
caused us a delay, and then the untimely death of LTG Ameryckx 

of Belgium. The last minute cancellation of MG Marin of Venezuela, 
who had accepted the invitation, was unexpected even by the invitee. 
The President of Venezuela cancelled the trip the day before 
MG Marin was to leave. Gen. Cordoso, Chief of Staff, Portugal, 
was unexpectedly relieved of his command (Tab E). Col. Ngollo, 

Chief of Staff, Congo, was promoted on short notice. His 
successor was presented an invitation after pressure was exerted 
by State Department and ISA. The invitation was declined, due 
to a planned Congolese Presidential trip to Russia (Tab F.) . 

f. LTG Gzara was moved up and visited the US in lieu of 
LTG Cordoso, Portugal. LTG Gabeiras visited CONUS as scheduled. 

MG Poananga, Chief of Staff, New Zealand, will visit as scheduled. 
Changes will have to be made in July, as the Brazilian Chief will 
be promoted during the time frame we had his visit to CONUS 
programmed (Tab G). Gen. Carrasco, Chile, will visit US as guest 
of VCSA in July (Tab H). The invitation for Gen. Galtieri, 
Argentina, has been sent four months in advance. LTG Belzile, 
Canada, (Tab I) will be invited in September. A feasibility 
message demonstrated he will accept the invitation. His 
predecessor, LTG Paradise, declined a US invitation last year 

due to ill health. LTG Paradise has been medically retired. 

Gen. Poniman, Chief of Staff, Indonesia, invitation for Oct. will 
be sent out shortly along with LTG Belzile's. Col. Elanga, Congo 
will be extended an invitation for November, as BG Gzara (Tab J.)

K (C) PURPOSE. To respond to CSA’s 20 March 1981 guidance pertaining to need 
to alert CJCS and SECDEF to perceived balance problem with US Initiatives directed 
at Argentina and Chile. 

2. (C) DISCUSSION. 

a- !+ Is in US Interest to maintain equitable relations with Chile and 
Argentina. The unresolved Beagle Channel dispute between these two nations makes 
balanced treatment of Argentina and Chile especially important. Additionally, 
Chile’s position astride Strait of Magellan makes It strategically important 
for movement of US forces—part leu IarIy In event Panama Cana! becomes inoperable. 

b. In recognition of strategic importance of Argentina and Chile, and need 
to improve military relations with these countries, JCS sent memorandum (TAB B) 
to SECDEF on 19 February 1981 requesting that steps be taken on priority basis 
to lift legislative restrictions which preclude security assistance for these 
countries. 


c. OASD/iSA responded to JCS request with 17 March 1981 memo (TAB C), which 
indicates that SECDEF and SECSTATE agree with JCS position and have decided to 
support removal of security assistance restrictions as they apply to Argentina 
and Chile. a 

d. Because of recent visit to Washington of Argentine President-Elect Viola 
projected April 1981 CSA visit to Argentina, and Administration decision to 
request congressional repeal of Argentine security assistance restrictions first, 
there are Indications that Chilean government is Interpreting these moves as US 
tilt in favor of Argentina. Perceptions obtained by GEN(Ret) George Underwood 
following recent visit to Chile (as personal guest of President Pinochet) 
corroborate Chilean concerns. 

e. There has been some US movement toward improving relations with Chile 
as evidenced by February 1981 decision to reinstate Export-Import Bank guarantees 
and decision to Invite Chile to participate In next year’s UNITAS naval exercise. 
Further, US recognized Chilean human rights progress at recent UN meeting. By 
comparison, US Initiatives directed at Chile are not of same magnitude as those 
directed at Argentina. Chilean government Implication in 1976 Letelier

three Implicated Chilean officers, and Chilean government reluctance to 
Investigate allegations have complicated US-Chllean relations. In late November 
1979, US undertook reprisal actions, which included withdrawing US Mi IItary Group, 
terminating FMS pipeline, withdrawing EX-IM bank guarantees, and reducing size 
of other US mission activities In Chile. US also refused to invite Chile to 
participate in 1980 UNITAS exercise and publicly criticized 1980 consfitutional 
plebiscite. 

g. To ensure Chile Is treated equitably and prevent misperceptions of US 
tilt toward Argentina, we need to show by policy and action that there Is no 
bias. US-Chllean relations should be placed on IG agenda early and that group 
should develop time-phased action plan to correct misperceptions and create more 
productive relationship. 

h. From military standpoint, action plan might Include early decision to 
resum e FMS pi peline dellver! e s; Ma_y _vJ.s.Lt__by USCINCSO to Arg entina and Chile ;^

restrictions; and Informal discussions with Chilean Military Attache to US and 
Chilean delegation at IADB. 

i. Because of unfavorable press reactions to February 1981 actions relating 
to Chile and fear that Congress may balk at further efforts to move too fast, 
too soon In support of military regimes, action plan suggests that Congress not 
be approached on repeal of security assistance restrictions as they apply to 
Chile until summer/falI 1981 timeframe. 

j. QACSi, POLAD to CSA, and OVCSA concur. OASD/ISA and J-5, OJCS have been 
informed. USCINCSO concurs with need to visit Argentina and Chile In^ay 1981. 

3. (U) RECOMMENDATION. CSA approve and sign memorandum at TAB A, whIch’requests 

early IG on Chile and forwards action plan for Improving US-Chilean military 
relat Ions.

1. The Army Is pleased that you and the Secretary of State support 
the resumption of security assistance to Argentina and Chile. The 
resumption of such assistance should go a long way toward building a 
balanced Latin American polIcy and relationships which support our security 
Interests In the region. The recent Initiatives directed toward Improving 
relations with Argentina (President-Elect Viola's visit, the 
Administration's move to repeal Humphrey-Kennedy Amendment, and approval 
of my visit to Argentina) are positive and useful steps with respect to 

.US-Argentine relations. There are Indications, however, that our Increase 
In attention toward Argentina Is being mlspercelved by the Chilean 
government. GEN(Ret) George Underwood, former USCINCSO (1971-73), 
reinforced cur concern about Chilean misperceptions last week, following 
8 visit to Chile as the personal guest of President Pinochet. 

2. ^>6sL During private conversations with p Inochet end other high ranking 
officials, GEN Underwood was told that the Chileans Interpret current US 
policy Initiatives toward Argentina as meaning one, or possibly all, of 
the following things: 

- Argentina Is much more Important to the US than Chile. 

- Argentina's human rights practices are more acceptable to US 
policymakers than those of Chile. 

- The pending resumption of security assistance to Argentina Is a 
clear Indication that the US Is arming a potential enemy. 

The above perceptions are, of course, lncor-ect. 

3. There has been some movement In the past month toward Improving 
our relations with Chile as evidenced by the lifting of export-import 
guarantees, the UNITAS (Inter-American naval exercise) Invitation, end US 
recognition of Chilean progress In the human rights area at a recent UN 
Human Rights Commission meeting. Despite these efforts to put our relations 
with Chile on a more productive footing, the steps we've taken so far ere 
less significant than the actions taken toward Argentina.
